in fuct, had [t not done so, the object of the
publishers in reprinting it would not have been
unswered.” To this statement Mr. Murray re
plied:—* ‘The firal sentence of the extract,’
which the publishers ol ‘Ecce Homo' any *fully
espresged the uniavorable opinion lormed by
the reviewer,” was a8 follows:—*To refute all the

the original advertisement, and was only ndded

by the publihers of 'Ecce Homo' after their
firgt extract had been a subjeot of comment.”

~Among the recent nttempls at glossaries of
special periods and anthi rs none is morede-
serving of praise than *““I'be Biole Word-Buok,"
by the late Rev. J. Eastwood nnd Mr, W, Aldis
Wright, the Labrarian of Trinity Coilege, Cam”
bridge. This is a small volume, containing
glossary of all the words in the aunthorized ver-
sion of the Bible and in the Book of Common
Prayer which are there used in a sense different
from that which they bear at present. The
nuthorized version does not represeni the actual
langunge of 1611; but it is a mosaic of all the
different translations that were made, begin
ning with Tyndale's New Testament, in 1525,
The iliustrations of the senses of the obsolete
words used in the Bible are, therefore, seat-
tered throogh all the hterature of this perlod.
Many of these illudtrations, from over a hun-
dred authors, Mr. Wright has here hrought
togetber, for Mr, Eastwood died afier lorming
the plan of the book, having done but little to s
execution; and the resull i8 & valuable hand-
book not only for all readers of the Bible, but
for all readers of the English literature of the
sixteenth century,

The one result clear 18 that Turkey must in
eflect abendon Ewope. No intelbgent person
in any country desires to see her corrupt rule
and eflete civil zation longer in Enstern Europe.
The ¢asiest settlement for all the at powers
isto leave the young Princeon his well-won
throne. Then no one encroaching power will
hold the mouth of the Danube or the road to
Constantinople. The priocipalities may unlte
other neighboring provinces with them, and a
Greek Chnstlan kingdom st length be formed
on the Danube,

Still, this tempting prize lies close to these
grent military powers, and in a general Euro-
pean war might ensily be swallowed up by any
ore of them. Or its attractions alone may on
kindle the passions of some of the combatants,
and the great war begin there, We ahall watch
the same with interest,

Not #o, says the
Aribune; and wien the instrument was thrown
aside by the Government sne rogarded herselfl, ipso
Jacto, harged 1rom all further obligation. e
adopwon ol an ordinance ol secession Wae AL uu-
nocestary formality., Uhe unwarranted act of the
¥ deral Government broke the bonda ot Union, and
she stood released. Whav was her fauit in that?
The equaily unwarranied aot ot the Federal Gov-
ernment 10 gending & hostile army w mvado her
sull compelled ner up arms in self-defenge.
W hat was ner fault i that? All that followed
cnme upavoldably from these begivuings, She
was overcome and has submitted. But will the
Iribune, or will auybody, viewing the matter with
out prefudice or passion, tell us in what Virgiuia
was wieng "’

Answer,—The Virginia Convention was abomi-
nably wrong in not recognizing the right ol the
nation to exist, That right inheres in the very
nature ol a Government, and no special churter
or permit is essenfinl to its exercise, Sonth
Carolina had said, months belore, **1I will de-
stroy the Upion, no matter though every
other Brute should protest; for I will secede, nrd
there is no power to coerce me; anond then—the
Union being dissolved by oue Suate—tibe others
cun have no choice but 85 to which fraction they
will belong to,” Virginia, in full view ot this
action ot Soul_h Caroling, elected, by & great
popular majority, & Coavention to maintain the
Union. That Convention was bullied into be-
tiaying its trust; and then her people were
told—"You msy vote on the gquestion of
Union or BSecession; but, it you veto for
Union, you vote to hetray your Southern
brethren, who have come here, at the invi-
tation of your autborities, 10 protect and
defend you." *“If you vole for the Union and
are overruled, yon must leave the State,” said
Senntor James M, Mason., **Let us all stand to-
wether,” sald Alexander H. H. Stuarr, *‘and then
we can make terms between the belligerents,”
(We give the loea, not the words,) us the
people of Virginia were swindled Into voting
secession by deceiving assvrances and mislead-
ing issues. On & fair, square lssue and a hear-
ing ol both siaes, she would never have voled
hersell out of the Union. We have heard that
the Whig was bought over to the side of Dis-
unpion, but are not sure as to that, We know,
bowever, that the secesslon of Virginia was the
product of violence and fraud—of deception and
terrorism. It has been a terrible lesson, It her
taull was grievous, grievously bath she an-

swered it, Hencelorth, be peace within her
borders and prosperity her lot!
